1 4J The subject of Agency employee retirement rights and benefits is of 

persona interest to all Agency personnel. It has been asked why the Agency 
doesn’t i mthorlze the cost for shipment of household goods for Agency employees 
- to a -se lec ted home upon retirement. As precedents for such authorization, it 
has been indicated that members of the Armed Services, as well as Department 
of State Foreign Service, are authorized to have the cost of the Shipment of house- 
hold goods paid to a home of selection upon retirement (Attachments 1 and 2). 

I j 5. It is recommended that the Legislative Counsel be requested to: 
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a. Reindicate our interest in the passage of a blU similar to HR 
12861* 89th Congress (Parking Bill). 

b. Continue action to amend the CIA Act of 1949 by specifically 
authorising the Agency to purchase and issue protective clothing where 
needed. 

c. Convoy our interest in the formulation and passage of a bill to 
authorize the shipment of household goods to a home of selection upon 
retirement of Agency employees.
